A 
source of incalculable wealth to this 
entire country is destroyed the moment 
silver is permanently disused as money. 
It is for us to check that tendency :md 
bring the continent of Europe back to 
the full recognition of the value of the 
metal as a medium of oshcaugo. 


"We need both gold au silver, and 


we can have both only by making each 
the equal of the other. 
It would not 


bo difficult to show that, in the nations 
where both have been fully recognized 
and most widely diffused, the steadiest 
aud most continuous prosperity has 
been enjoyed—that true form of pros- 
perity which reaches all classes, but 
which begins with the day-laborer 
whose toil lays the foundation of the 
wrholo superstructure of wealth. 


"The exclusive gold nation likoEng 


laud may show the most massive for- 
tunes in the ruling classes, but it shows 
also the most helpless aud hopeless

Indeed, onr 


auiwal iiiclebtment to Europe is so 
great that, if we have the right to pay 
it iu silver, we necessarily coerce those 
nations, by tlie strongest of all forces, 
self-iuterest, to aid us in upholding the 
value of silver as money. 
But if we 


attempt the renionetizatiou on a basis 


is obviously below the 
fair 


standard of value as it now exists, we 
incur all the evil consequences of fail- 
ure at home, and the certainty of suc- 
cessful opposition abroad. We are, and 
shall be, the greatest producers of sil- 
ver in the world, and we have a"larger 
stake iu its complete monetization thau 
auy other country. 
The difference to 


the United States, between the general 
acceptance and the genoral dsetruction 
of silver as money in tho commercial 
world, will possibly within the next 
half-century equal the entire bonded 
debt of the nation. 
But, to gain the 


advantage, we must make it actual 
money, the accepted equal of gold in 
the markets of the world. 
Renioneti- 


zatiou here, followed by general ro- 
mouetizatiou in Europe, will secure 
to tho United States the most stable 
basis for its currency that we have ever 
enjoyed, and will effectually aid in 
solving all the problems by which our 
financial situation is surrounded. 


"On the much-vexed question of a 


bimetallic standard, my own views are 
sufficiently indicated in the remarks' I 
have made. I believe the struggle now 
going on in this country, and in other 
countries, for a single gold standard, 
would, if successful, produce disaster 
in the end throughout the commercial 
world. Tlie destruction of silver :ia 
money, and the establishment of gold 
as the sole unit of value, must have a 
rtiiuons effect upon all f onus of prop- 
erty except those investments which 
yield a fixed return in money. 
These 


would be enormously enhanced 
in 


value, and would gain a, disproportion- 
ate, and therefore unfair, advantage 
over every other species of 
property. 


It, as the most reliable statistics affirm, 
'here aro nearly seven thousand mil- 
lions of coin ov bullion in the world, 
not very unequally divided between 
{ruld and silver, it is impossible to 
strike -liver out of existence as money 
without results which will prove dis- 
tressing to millions, and utterly disas- 
tron? to tens of thousands. Alexander 
Hamilton, in his able and invaluable 
r*>port in iTfil on the establishment of 
-mint, declared that 'to annul the use 
°! citill'r f-'old or silver as money is to 
a.rulgr. the quantity of circulating 
MMiiiin, and is liable to all the objec- 
'lons which arise from a comparison of 
thf benefits of a full circulaiton with 
tne evils of a scanty circulation.'

The gold aud silver nation like JFraiice 
can exhibit 110 such individual fortunes 
as abound in a gold nation like Eng- 
land, but it has a peasantry whose sil- 
ver savings can pay a war indemnity 
that would have beggarded the gold 
bankers of London, aud to which the 
peasantry of England could not have 
contributed a pound sterling in gold or 
even a shilling iu silver. 


"The two metals have existed side 


by side iu harmonious, honorable com- 
panionship as money, ever since intel- 
ligent trade was known among men. 
It is well nigh forty centuries since 
'Abraham weighed to Ephroiu the sil- 
ver, which he had named in the audi- 
ence of the sons of Heth, 400 shekels 
of silver, current money with the mer- 
chant.' 
Since that time nations have 


risen and fallen, races have disap- 
peared, dialects and languages have 
buon forgotten, arts have been lost, 
treasures have 
perished, 
continents 


have been discovered, islands have been 
sunk in the sea, aud through- all these 
ages and through all these changes, sil- 
ver and gold have reigned supreme as 
the representatives of value—as the 
media of exchange. 
The 
dethrone- 


ment of each has been attempted in 
turn, and sometimes the dethronement 
of both, but always in vain! And wo 
are here today deliberating anew over 
a problem which comes down to us 
from Abraham's time—the weight of 
the silver that shall be 'current money 
with the merchant.'

RECORD BROKEN 


Phenomenal Rainfall ot 3 27 In- 


ches Here Last Night. 


Heaviest Rain Throughout This Section 


Kuown in Years—Town and Country 


Flooded—>io 
Danger of 
Another 


August 1875 Flood. 


This section experienced tho heaviest 


rainfall last night ever kiiowu before. 
Dr. Cotton's rain guage was completely 
knocked out. It broke all records. 
The rainfall in this city for the twenty- 
four hours ending at seven o'clock this 
morning was 3.27 inches. 
Such phe- 


nomenal rainfall was never known here 
before. 


Tho rain began descending very in- 


nocently yesterday afternoon. It con- 
tinued along in irregular spells until 
about eleven o'clock last night, when 
it began to pour, 
fit cauie down in 


torrents and just kept at it right along 
until after six o'clock this morning. 
There was hardly a moment's interrup- 
tion in the downpour. 
Chillicothe 


street was full from curb to curb, and 
in the neighborhood of Third street it 
looked as though the flood would over- 
flow the sidewalk and creep into the 
stores. 
The Third street sewer was 


utterly inadequate to carry off the tons 
of water pouring into it. 


The East End was all under water. 


Stores and houses were flooded, and in 
many places on the street the water 
was three feet deep. 


Reports from the country this morn- 


ing show that the heavy rain was gen- 
eral throughout this section. 
On the 


West Side it is possible the rain was 
even heavier than here in Portsmouth. 
Careys' Euu branch broke all previous 
records. Turkey and Pond Creeks were 
away out of their banks. 
The canal 


bank was washed away in a dozen 
places. 
In the west end of the county 


the rains were not so destructive. 


Some fears are entertained of another 


flood similar to that of August 1875. 
The water reached the 55 foot mark 
that year, and the corn as far up the 
Scioto Valley as Lucasville was under 
water for a week or more. 
When the 


waters went down, the stench arising 
from the rotting corn nearly drove peo- 
ple out of town. 
Several thousand 


barrels of lime were scattered over the 
fields. 
The loss to farmers that year 


amounted to over jjialf a million dol- 
lars. 
Report's from up the river indi- 


cate a much lighter rainfall through 
the valley, and there is no imminent 
danger of a repetition of such a flood. 
Unless heavy rains follow quickly, the 
river will not go over the 25 foot mark. 
It is rising at the rate of two inches an 
hour today. 
The mark indicates 21% 


feet this afternoon. 


Trains on the C. & O. and O. P. & 


V. were delayed by heavy washouts 
all along the roads. No. 4, C. & O. 
east-bound, due here at midnight, was 
derailed near Augusta, Ky., by a heavy 
washout of track. The passengers were 
transferred and came around via Win- 
chester, Lexington and Ashland, get- 
ting,here this morning at eight o'clock. 
Trains are all on time this evening.

POPULIST COVENTION. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Steps were 


taken Monday to unite the principal 
national banks of this city in a move- 
ment to protect the government gold 
reserve. Recent large withdrawals of 
gold from the sub-treasur3r for ship- 
ment to Europe, the disposition mani- 
fested in certain financial quarters to 
hoard the yellow metal and the pan- 
icky condition of the stock market have 
caused some serious discussions among 
observant and public spirited financiers 
•within the past few days. 


Although no formal conferences were 


held, some of the leading bank presi- 
dents exchanged^ views, and the con- 
clusion was reached that the situation 
•warranted action on "the part of tho 
banks, such as -would allay 
public 


fears and revive confidence in the sta- 
bility of values. 


'Therefore, • an earnest effort 
was 


made to get the New York banks to 
put S15,000~000 or 320,000,000 of gold in- 
to the sub-treasury, in exchange for 
legal tenders. 


If. D. Tappan, president of the Galia- 


tin national bank, called at several of 
the banks downtown Monday morn- 
ing and proposed that as many of 
the banks as possible enter into an 
agreement to supply gold enough to 
the sub-treasury to carry the reserve 
above the one hundred million mark. 
Mr. oTappan's mission was eminently 
successful. 
He found nearly all of his 


fellow bank presidents heartily in ac- 
cord with ttie proposition submitted, 
and at noon he was able to say: "I am 
surprised and gratified at the readi- 
ness with which the requests for gold 
contributions 
have 
been 
complied 


with." 


For the reason that all the banks 


"called on have not yet acted, Mr. Tap- 
pan and the bunk presidents who were 
most active in their co-operation were 
disinclined Monday evening to say how 
much gold had been pledged to the sub- 
treasury. 
"You may say," snid one of 


the presidents, "that there will he no 
trouble about raising 812,000,000 or 
815,000,000 and perhaps $20,000,000 to 
aid in maintaining the treasury gold 
reserve."
